The World Heritage-listed Great Barrier Reef 
is the largest and most extensive coral reef 
system in the world comprising about 2900 
individual coral reefs, 600 continental islands 
and 300 coral cays. It's also the largest natural 
feature on earth, running two-thirds the length 
of Queensland's coastline (around 2300 
km). Its impressive size makes it the only living 
structure that can be seen from the moon.

• Gbndwana Rainforests 

The sub-tropical rainforests of southern 
Queensland are some of the oldest on the 
planet. These rainforest national parks, which 
' include Larnington, Springbrook, Mt Barney and 
Main Range, contain nearly all of the world's 
Antarctic beech cool temperate rainforest, and 
more frog, snake, bird and marsupial species 
than anywhere else in Australia. 

• Riversleigh Fossil Fields 

Australia is the oldest continent on Earth and 
the Riversleigh Fossil Fields of Queensland's 
Outback contain some of the oldest remnants 
of life on Earth. Its fossil deposits are among 
the richest and most extensive in the world, 
with some dating back 15-25 million years. 
Visitors can see fossilised mammals and reptiles 
in situ, including a dinosaur stampede, or can 
dig for dinosaur bones at the Australian Age 
of Dinosaurs near Winton. A trip to the 
Riversleigh fossil fields is the perfect add-on to a 
Queensland Outback adventure. 
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
